Capitalists are beginning to see a new field 
for investment, and there is a growing sen­ 
tim ent among moneyed men that irrigation 
projects will furnish a safe and rem uner­ 
ative field for large investm ents. The se 
curity is ample and certain, for the pres­ 
ence of an unlim ited and guaranteed sup-

>ly of water increases the value of the 
ands and insures the payment of the 
loans, or insures a rem unerative rate of 
interest.”

CH A R G ED W IT H M U R D E R . 


F red erick H oyt R eliev ed to be th e A ssa s­ 
sin o f E n o ch C rosby. 
Tacom a, October 11th.—A man named 
Frederick Hoyt was arrested in Portland 
last night and charged with the m urder of 
Enoch Crosby at Tacoma last Saturday 
night. H e was brought here this morning 
and placed in the County Jail. The officers 
who made the arrest claim that he has 
m ade a full confession of his guilt, but this 
is denied by the prisoner. 
W ith the supposed m urderer two wit­ 
nesses were brought, who are believed to 
k n o w something of the m urder or the 
m an who committed it. Their names are 
George Stowe and Richard M urray. The 
m an Stowe is a long, lean character, wears 
glasses, and is quite reapec'able looking. 
H e says that he has known Hoyt for some 
tw o years past, having worked with him in 
Oregon, where he bore a pretty hard name. 
Sunday Stowe m et Hoyt on" the train at 
Seatco, and rode as far as Centralia with 
lnm . 
H oyt said nothing more abont the 
m urder of Crosby than tnat there had been 
a shooting scrape at Tacoma in which a 
m an was killed. Stowe evidently knew 
nothing as to the particulars of the crime. 
The witness giving his name as Richard 
M urray is a tough-looking man, who is 
well known in the police circles of Tacoma 
and Portland. 
H e very em phatically de­ 
clares that he knows nothing of the "mur­ 
der or the man who is said to have com­ 
m itted it. 


PARTICULARS OF TH E MURDER. 
Last Saturday night, the 5:h inst., Enoch 
Crosby, a plumber, son of Captain Crosby, 
was going to his home, when tw-o masked 
men jumped out behind him near Nelson 
B ennett’s barn and shot him in the back, 
the ball passing in over the right hip and 
lodging near the navel. 
The men ran in 
diflereut ways, one toward the railway, 
where be got away. 
The wounded man 
was carried to a house near by, but the 
doctor could do nothing for him . H e died 
the same night. 
Crosby went to Tacoma 
from 'Puyallup a m onth ago and had no 
enemies. 
It was supposed that the case was 
one of mistaken identity and that the 
assassins were looking for another person. 
Norobbery was attempted. Nothing va< said 
by Crosby. I t is clearly a case of premeditated 
crime. 
Policemen hunted in droves for the 
assassins, but accomplished nothing. The 
citizens 
held 
an 
indignation 
mee ing 
and in hope of at once and etlectively rid­ 
ding the city of its lawless element offered 
$2,500 reward for the apprehension of 
Crosby's assassins.

During the absence of the family 
W haley had taken advantage of his w ife’s 
illness and m ental weakness to secure her 
signature to a mortgage for $125,000 on her 
property, and this money he squandered 
at the gaming table, on the race-track and 
upon a mistress, whom he m aintained in 
fine style in the city. 
H e even stole his 
wife’s diamonds to adorn this harlot. 
The husband’s villainy was discovered 
through the ravings of Mrs. W haley. 
Iu 
her delirium she constantly besought those 
about her bedside not to force her to sign 
the mortgage, as it alienated property that 
belonged to her young son. W hen W haley 
was confronted with his guilt he admitted 
it, but disappeared im m ediately after and 
hasn't been found since. 
Mrs. W haley was the daughter of Com­ 
modore N athaniel L. McCready, founder 
and President ot the Old Dominion Steam ­ 
ship Company. She m et W haley at a so­ 
cial gathering and fell in love with him. 
The youDg m an, who was the son of a re­ 
putable and well-known citizen of Charles­ 
ton, S. C., was not slow in taking advan­ 
tage of the preference shown for his society 
by the young lady, and pressed bis suit 
with ardor. 
He was successful with the 
young lady but m et w ith determ ined op­ 
position on the part of the Commodore, 
who, to separate the young people, took 
his family to Europe.

F o r t W o r th (Tex ), October llth .—A 
M arienield special says : J. H. Peters and 
H enry Andrews, two priests, preside over 
a convent of boys here. Three weeks ago 
Jam es Gross, a student, escaped and told of 
a m urder committed last August of Lo­ 
renzo Esser. one of his fellow students, by 
the two priests.

SIL V E R C O IN AG E 


T h e Sivbject U nder E a rn est C on sid eration 
by th e C ab in et. 
W a sh in g to n , October llth .—Tbe Cabinet 
convened at noon to day, with al! the m em ­ 
bers present. The subject under consider­ 
ation was w hat stand the A dm inistration 
should take on the silver question. Secre­ 
tary’ W indom has been considering the 
subject for some time. The advocates of 
silver coinage desired that (he A d m in istra­ 
tion should allow individuals to have their 
silver coined at the Mints. The friends of 
gold object strenuously to this proposition, 
claiming that there is already too m uch 
silver coined, and in proof of "tlieir asser­ 
tion point to the piles of silver dollars now 
stacked up in the vaults of the Treasury 
and still being coined at the rate of $2 000,­ 
000 per month. The general impression 
among Treasury official i conversant with 
the silver question is that W indom will 
favor allowing siiver baiiion to be depos­ 
ited wi'.h the Government and the issuance 
of buliion certificates therefor. 
The Cabinet reached no conclusion on 
the subject, and postponed it to allow W in­ 
dom to investigate the subject of silver 
coinage further. 
THE “STAR’S” VERSION. 
The Star to night gives the following 
version of the Cabinet m eeting: “ The 
silver in the Treasury agairst which certi­ 
ficates have not been issued is reduced to 
about $5,000,000 
At the prest nt rate of 
issuing small denomination 
certificates, 
from $7,000 000to $8,000,000 per m onth, this 
am ount will not last the m onth out. If 
the increased purchases of silver are not 
made the issuance of certificates will have 
to be suspended or greatly curtailed. The 
CabiDet was discussing the question with 
the President to-day. 
Under the law the 
Government m ust purchase silver at the 
rate of $2,000,009 per m onth and may pur­ 
chase as m uch as $4,000.000 per m onth. 
Heretofore they 
have been purchasing 
a m inim um am ount. Tbe proposition be­ 
fore the Cabinet was toincreasetheam ount 
of purchase, and it may be decided to pur­ 
chase the full $4,000,000 per m onth.”

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BAD EFFECTS OF TOO MUCH WAT EE ON 
GBOWING PLANTS. 


H arvestin g B u ck w h ea t-A D utch D airy— 
E conom izing W ith T urkeys— 
G eneral Farm N otes. 


Probably no 1 tetter illustration can be 
given of the effects of water on growing 
plants than what we see in the case of 
plants growing in pots. Every pot is pro­ 
vided with a hole in the bottom to allow 
the water to drain out when the soil be­ 
comes saturated, and with the exception 
of water or bog plants, the drainage is a 
necessity. If we see a plant whose foliage 
tarns yellow, or drops off, or which fails 
to grow, and whose whole appearance is 
unthrifty, we are almost sure to find the 
trouble to be at the roots, and not infre­ 
quently we find the drainage is clogged 
and the roots are inactive. 
Turning the 
plant out of the pot, placing some bits of 
broken crock at the bottom, and then some 
coarse material, the plant is returned to 
its place and tilled in with fresh soil, and 
in a short time it starts into new growth 
ftpd «bows that it can grow if the condi­ 
tio n are suitable. W ithout healthy roots 
there can be no vigorous growth. 
A sup­ 
ply of water is necessary for the roots to 
take from the soil what they want, but the 
water must pass oil and not remain stag­ 
nant, or disease and death will follow. 
The case is exactly the same with plants 
growing in the fields where there is an ex­ 
cess of moisture below the surface. 
Pot-grown plants may still further serve 
to show the bad effect of a surcharge of 
water in the soil. All plant-groweis are 
very careful in cold weather about water­ 
ing their plants at night, knowing by ex­ 
perience that the increased evaporation 
will too greatly reduce the temperature, 
and thus check and stunt the plants. 
The case is the same in effect over large 
areas where the water is held in the soil; 
below the sjrface. The temperature is 
kept many degnees below what it would 
be if good drainage existed. Vegetation 
commences later in the spring, arrives at 
maturity later, and is coarser in texture on 
such soils. The market gardner, the fruit­ 
grower and the farmer cannot afford to 
raise crops on any but well-drained land.— 
VicKs Magazine. 
H A BY BSTI NOt BUCK WILE A. I , 
This is one of the last crops to be har­ 
vested in the fall. As it is a grain that is 
very easily shattered off from the plants 
and in this wav wasted, the better plan 
will lie to handle as little as possible. 
It 
will continue to send out side shoots on 
which blossoms will form until frost kills 
down the plants. So that the work of har­ 
vesting should be delayed as late as possi­ 
ble without running too much risk of loss 
or damage from frost. In order to lessen 
the waste as much as possible it will be 
found a good plan to cut in the morning 
early, while the dew is on, as it will not 
shatter as had as when thoroughly dry. If 
considerable acreage is to be cut, a self­ 
rake reaper that will leave the grain in 
small bunches will be found very conven­ 
ient ; or on a small field a cradle can be 
used. It should be managed as far as pos­ 
sible to avoid unnecessary handling. 
It 
will cure and dry out very rapidly if left 
ou the ground. When only a small quan­ 
tity is to be handled a very good plan is 
to thrash right in the field". 
Clean off a piece eight or ten feet square 
and spread down a wagon sheet; this is the 
best plan, although not positively neces­ 
sary. On this build a rail or pole pen 
about two or two and one-half feet high. 
On the top of this lay a layer of rails and 
spread a layer of grain over this. Stout 
hickory poles, not too heavy, can be used 
to beat out the grain. A flail can be used 
if desired, but wheu this can not be had 
conveniently a good pole can be used. It 
will be best to lift up the straw carefully 
and shake it so that the grain will be 
cleaned out. A good fan will clean ready 
for the mill or market. The grain makes 
an excellent lood for poultry during the 
winter and also to feed horses that from 
any cause have been allowed to run down. 
The straw makes a good bedding for 
stock and especially for hogs. If used in 
the stable as a bedding for the horses it 
can be improved considerably by running 
through a cutting box. 
As buckwheat can be sown after the 
wheat and oats have been harvested and 
will grow and mature by frost in the fall it 
can be made a profitable crop in many 
localities, either for the grain, or flour, or 
feed, or to plow under a-» a green manure, 
being next to clover for green manuring. 
— Practical Parmer. 
A DUTCH D.'IRY. 
A young farmer came d .vn and invited 
me and my frau to go and see the butter 
and cheese-making at his farm. We did 
so, finding the house to l e of the usual 
type. The dike surrounding the pre nises 
stunk most frightfully, and its filth was in 
extreme contrast to the neatness and clean­ 
liness of the house, out-buildings and uten­ 
sils of the farm. We duly saw the round 
cheeses molded and ma<’e and the butter 
pressed, and then entered the cow byres, 
which at this time of the year were empty, 
the cattle being in the fields. They occu­ 
pied one side of the square house, and had 
no ceiling, the whole of the space above 
the hight of the walls and under the great 
pyramidal roof being empty and open, 
only the living rooms being ceiled off from 
it. The bvres were lieautifully clean and 
bright with paint and varnish, colored oil­ 
cloth being laid all along where the sterns 
of the cows would overhang, and the stalls 
deeply floored with loose sea shells. Rings 
in overhead lieams marked the place 
where the cows’ tails were tied up at milk­ 
ing time out of the way. The farmer 
pointed with pride to several swallows’ 
nests UDder the lo* beams, and underneath 
each nest was placed a fiat shell to prevent 
the droppings of the birds soiling the floor 
below. In the garden we saw rabbits in a 
dovecot perched on the top of a tall pole, 
and doves in rabbit hutches close to the 
ground, and some beautiful golden pheas­ 
ants, and then we took a c'o-cr photograph 
of the storks’ nest. The old bird was very 
suspicious of our camera, and made her 
young ones lie dose in the nest.—Black- 
»poncT8 Magazine. 
ECONOMIZING WITH TURKEY.S. 
The amount of grain, young weeds, 
grass and other material (and we may add, 
insects) that are wasted on the farms of 
this country is enormous, and yet it might 
be saved by keeping turkeys. Turkeys re­ 
quire no food from the granary at this 
season, and being industrious foragers, will 
s e ‘k and di-cover every’ eatable thing 
that can be converted into meat for mar­ 
ket. If a weed or an insect can be utilized, 
the.farmer saves its equivalent of food, 
and there is no farm that does not suffer 
loss from shaken grain, which is left on 
the stubble fields. Not only will the tur­ 
key convert the insects into marketable 
product, hut it reduces them in number, 
and thereby, to a certain extent, protects 
the crops the next season. W ith the ex­ 
ception of the extra care necessary to carry 
them beyond the critical stages, when 
young, the turkey entails less labor, and 
gives a larger profit in proportion to cost, 
than any other class of poultry, but they 
are best adapted to large farms that afford 
t 
denty of room for them to range ui>on. A 
arge flock of turkeys will 
consume 
bushels of insects in a season, and the aid 
they give in that respect is alone worth 
their keeping. 
OLD SHEEP. 
If any dumb brute appeals to the 
sympathies of mankind it is an old 
sheep. 
Lambs are typical of all that is 


pure and innocent, and the fat, middle- 
aged sheep is respected for his fleece, but 
the poor, scrawny old sheep, valueless 
for mutton, and “out on hail” in the 
shearing season, is an object of commis­ 
eration. 
Volumes have been written as 
to what should be done with old sheep, 
yet we cannot recall a writer who has 
recommended that he may be let alone. 
Old horses who have not been condemned 
to the equine galleys—the street cars— 
are respected for the good they have done. 1 
How many little lives are filled with sun­ 
shine by the old Dobbins that loaf around 
the long summer day. 
Even the old 
cow has a place in the family history of ¡ 
the farm. 
But, alas, the old sheep—al- > 
ways talked about in the farm papers, : 
never thought about on the farm—disap­ 
pears like the mooted pin, and no one 
wots the manner of his takiDg off. 
GENERAL FARM NOTES. 
Dig up the dahlia roots before frost and 
store them in the cellar in boxes, the roots 
covered with dry sand. 
Celery is not ouly very healthful for man 
but for beast also. So don’t waste the 
leaves and root trimmings. 
In addition to growing rapidly, trees set 
in the poultry yard are not only healthy 
but add to the comfort of i>oultry in afford­ 
ing good shade. 
It costs no more to feed and raise the 
best than it does the poorest while the dif­ 
ference in the quality will make a consid­ 
erable difference in the profit. 
Kerosene, applied as spray on the walls, 
roosts and floors of poultry-houses, will 
kill the lice instantly, while the work can 
also be done in a few minutes. 
Keep the onions in a barn loft, or some 
other dry place. When the crop is dug 
let them dry well. Store them free from 
dirt and loosely, as they should not be 
piled, but scattered, to admit the air. 
One of the finest ap de orchards ever 
seen was mulched every three or four years 
six inches deep with sait-meadow hay. 
The hens were turned in periodically to 
give it a thorough scratching over.—Rural 
New Yorker. 
An experienced market gardener once 
remarked that he found it paid him better 
to buy the bast cauliflower seed, even 
though he had to pay five cents a seed for 
it, than to purchase ordinary seed at five 
cents a package. 
In growing vegetables of any sort for 
shipping market, it is always a good rule 
to plant largely of those with which the 
market was over-stocked the last season, 
and less largely of those which then ruled 
highest in price. 
Young pear trees that have blighted will 
sometimes send out shoots low down near 
the roots. Such shoots may grow and give 
the encouragement of a new start, but it is 
better to dig the trees up and put some­ 
thing else in their place. 
A correspondent of the Lire Stock Indi­ 
cator says: “lean invest $1,000 in sheep 
and burn every pound of wool produced 
for five years and make more clear money 
than can be made on cattle, horses or hogs 
in the same length of time. 
The Rural New Yorker has been asking a 
number of experts about the uniformity 
o" cream, and has elicited replies to the 
effect that there is as much difference in 
samples of cream as in the cows and the 
milk from which the samples come. 
Although poultry breeding is ranked 
amont, the small beginnings in commercial 
circles, still, like other pursuits, it requires 
common sense and good management, and 
to be kept within the limits of the ability 
and faculties of him who embarks in it.— 
Ohio Poultry Journal. 
The effect of damp ground and stagnant 
water on fowls, especially on young tur­ 
keys, is well known. 
Fatal diseases fol­ 
low as inevitably in those cases as with 
human exposure to miasmatic exhala­ 
tions, A dry, gravelly spot is absolutely 
necessary to healthful conditions. 
The editor of American Bee Journal 
says: A good queen lays the eggs in reg­ 
ular order, and one in a cell. 
The pres­ 
ence of four or five eggs in a cell suggests 
that either the queen is a poor one (or 
drone-layer, as she is sometimes called), 
or that the hive contains laying workers. 
It is usually contended when a swarm 
once deserts a hive it is useless to put them 
back in the same hive in the same place. 
But the experience of C. II. Dibbem has 
been different; in several instances this 
year he has returned swarms to the same 
hives, and they have generally remained. 
In towns and cities people might have 
grapes with but little trouble if they 
would just plant a vioeor two. No matter 
if the surroundings are payed with brick, 
the vine may be carried to the second or 
third story and trained in front of a bal­ 
cony, where grapes enough for a family 
might be grown. 
This is the seasoi when the chance nest- 
egg will find its w iy i:-to the egg-basket, 
despite all precautions, and the only way 
to avoid such a nuisance is to make it a rule 
not to use stale eggs as nest-eggs. No one 
who resorts to, or allows, such a filthy 
method, will ever build up a reputation for 
selling frtsh eggs. 
So far as possible the farm ought to sup­ 
ply all the feed necessary to keep the 
stock and to fatten for market, and the 
number of stock that can be kept will de­ 
pend largely upon the way the food is 
supplied, and the value of the manure will 
also largely depend upon the same condi­ 
tions.—Farm, Field and Stockman. 
A fruit-grower reports that, having an 
orchard of young trees badly infested with 
bark lice, lie made a solution of sal soda— 
half a pound to a gallon of water—and ap­ 
plied it with a whitewash brush. In a 
week's time they were all dead and washed 
off. The trees grew two feet a year after­ 
ward, and remained very healthy. 
In Tioga county, New York, Hun­ 
garian grass is largely 
grown as a 
summer food for cows and a sup­ 
plementary hay crop. 
It is consider- 
ered more succulent than millet, and cows 
eat it better. 11 is thought better for pro­ 
ducing milk than timothy hay, as cows 
will increase in milk on going from timothy 
to Huugarian hay. 
Never whip a horse when he is fright­ 
ened or nervous, or try to force it up to the 
object that has caused the alarm ; draw in 
on the reins, suddenly speak out with as­ 
surance that you are not afraid, then turn 
the animal a little way from the unpleas­ 
ant sight and bid it go. A blow of a whip 
upon a frightened horse gives it double 
cause for violent action, 
“ Many of the dairy authorities,” says 
the Rural New Yorker, “advise the growing 
of parsnif« as a food for bufter cows. 
Many claim that this root is better than 
the carrot as a butter-producing food. It 
is frequently said that large quantities of 
parsnips ace grownon the Island of Jersey, 
llave any of our American dairymen ever 
grown the root on a large scale?” 
The sterility of many soils is due more 
to their mechanical condition, their tex­ 
ture and relations to heat and moisture, 
than to lack of plant food. Such soils 
want amendment first and manures after­ 
ward. Some soils will give good returns 
for manuring; others, without irrigation 
or amendmeut by draining, tillage, the use 
of lime, marl or muck, etc., will not. 
There is no fixed quantity of butter or 
cream to expect from milk. Milk varies 
daily, according to the amount of water 
consumed. The quality of the food largely 
determines the amount of cream also. 
Cream itself varies, and does not give the 
same proportion of butter by measure­ 
ment or weight. A great many condi­ 
tions enter the work before an estimate 
can be made. 
A flagstone floor with cemented joints is 
best for the dairy. Wooden floors are apt to 
rot out, and brick floors absorb the spilled 
milk, soon becoming very offensive. If 
bricks are used, the floor should be kept 
painted all the time, and even with this 


eiD a trouble it is not so good as flagstone I 
and cement. The flagstone underground ' 
is always easily kept cool, as a dairy floor 
should be. 
To attempt to improve scrub stock by 
selecting and breeding is poor economy. 
You can purchase improved stock and se­ 
cure the benefit of the work of others 
cheaper than you can do the same work 
yourself. Good grades are desirable, hut 
they should be females. Never use a grade 
male for breeding purposes. The only 
wav to improve the stock cheaply is to 
infuse new blood by procuring thorough­ 
bred males. 
A Tennessee farmer sold the proceeds of 
twenty-six sheep for $230, or nearly $9 per 
sheep. Of this sum only $55 was from 
wool, the mutton and lamb bringing $175. 
This shows that sheep will pay without 
producing a single pound of wool, and that 
the farmers should turn their attention to 
the mutton breed rather than to merinos. 
The mistake made by some farmers is that 
of raising sheep for wool principally, in­ 
stead of for mutton, lamb and wool. 
A corres[>ondent who lias used stable 
manure freely on young peach, pear and 
apple trees (which made four feet growth 
this season) complains of no fruit, and de­ 
sires to know the kind of mineral fertilizer 
to use. The fact that the trees have made 
such excellent growth indicates their 
thrift. They need only age to bring them 
into bearing. A pound of bone dust, with 
half a peck of wood ashes, applied next 
spring over the ground around each tree, 
will be sufficient. Cease the use of stable 
manure until the trees begin to bear well. 
Aim to supply the market with some­ 
thing that is not usually provided in suf­ 
ficiency. It is not economical to grow the 
crops that demand the least labor. It is 
the labor that gives value to all crops, and 
the best profits are made on those crops 
that require constant attention and fre­ 
quent cultivation. An acre of asparagus 
or celery will pay a larger profit than ten 
acres of corn, but less labor may be re­ 
quired on the corn. It matters not what 
the expense of making ’a crop may be if 
the crop sells at a price correspondingly. 
It happens sometimes that an easily culti­ 
vated crop does not give any profit at all. 
By nitrification of the soil is meant the 
disintegration of the organic matter of the 
soil and the formation of compounds of 
nitrogen, mainly through the agency of 
nitric acid, which is brought down to the 
soil by rains, and which is also a product 
of decomposition. 
This process occurs 
mostly where the soil is moist and shaded, 
as is shown by examination of soil that 
has been covered by a board for a length 
of time. Alkaline matter also assists in 
the process by hastening decomposition, 
thus promoting chemical reaction. Nearly 
all fertilizer manufacturers sell muriate of 
potash, and derive it principally from the 
German mines.

Ca bba g e So u p.—This soup is made 
with the fresh cabbages cut into small 
pieces and cooked very rapidly. It is 
thickened with sour cream and buckwheat 
noodles, made of buckwheat batter fried on 
• the griddle. 
j 
F or a S pr a in e d A n k l e .—Take cara­ 
way seed, pound it, put it in a tin basin 
I with a little w ater; put it on the stove and 
I stir it until it thickens, then bind it on the 
! ankle; it will take out the inflammation 
¡ and ease the pain. 
I n d ia n P o n e .—One pint white Indian 
meal, one tablespoon melted butter, one 
and one-half teaspoons baking powder; 
beat two eggs very light, and mix, and 
beat all hard together; bake in Turk’s 
head or common cake pans in a quick oven 
one hour. 
C h o c o la te J e l l y .—Take seven table­ 
spoonfuls of grated chocolate, the same of 
white sugar and one cup of sweet milk; 
mix well together, set over fire and let 
come to a boil. This is very nice to put 
between layers of cake or to be eaten with 
cornstarch pudding. 
To C a n G ra p e s .—Pick them carefully 
from the stems, taking care not to tear the 
skins much, put them in a porcelain kettle 
with a little water, stir them carefully, and 
only enough to make sure that they are 
well heated through, then put them in the 
cans. The pulp will then lie whole, and 
the sauce not all seeds and skins. 
T o m a to e s a n d O n io n s.— Prick the 
small ripe tomato skins and lay them in 
layers, cover with small onions and sprinkle 
with salt, let them stand a week, drain of! 
salt water, put the tomatoes in a jar and 
cover with strong vinegar. Boil a pint of 
vinegar with red pepper, horseradLsh, 
spices and mustard, add to the pickles. 
I r i s h T o a s t.—One quart of flour, one 
egg and salt wet with milk or water, two 
teaspoons baking powder; roll out as thin 
as pie crust, and cook in iard as you would 
doughnuts; when done, dip in this sauce. 
One cup of sugar, one half cup of butter, 
four heaping tablespoons of sifted flour; 
mash all together well, and then pour in 
boiling water until like starch, flavor to 
taste; cook three minutes; serve. 
A G ood W a y t o F r y C h ic k e n .— Cut 
up a fowl and let it steep covered with 
vinegar, salt, cayenne pepper and a tea­ 
spoonful of onion juice for an hour. Make 
a batter after these directions : In haif a 
pint or more of hot water mix smooth half 
a pint of flour. Add two ounces of butter 
and the whites of two eggs well beaten. 
Roll the joints of your fowl in this hatter 
and fry in lard or oil till brown. It im­ 
proves this dish to add a dash of curry to 
the flour before mixing it with the hot 
water. 
P ig s’ F e e t.—Take a set of pigs’ feet ; 
after cleaning, crack and scald in two wa­ 
ters and thoroughly scrape and clean them; 
put them on to boii with a small knuckle 
of veal; boil four or five hours or until 
very tender; pick out all the large liones ; 
to the liquor, of which there should be two 
or three quarts, add two tablespoonfuls of 
salt, one teaspoonfnl (small one) of black 
|>cpper and nearly one quart of vinegar— 
if the vinegar is not very strong use one 
full quart. This quantity will fill a fottr- 
quart vessel. A “set” feet is four. [The 
veal increases the quantity, adding a deli­ 
cate jelly: but the pigs’feet are sufficiently 
gelatinous to be used without it.]

To me, one of the most fascinating spots 
in this section—though by no means the 
most beautiful—is a deíerted Campo Santo, 
or cemetery, wh:ch lies almost in the cen­ 
ter of the city of Guaymas. The rnule- 
cars clatter past it every lew minutes, to 
and fro, for just beyond is the handsome 
new depot of the Sonora railroad, and 
almost within a stone’s throw is the bay, 
covered with busy shipping. Apparently 
no attempts at decoration haTe been made 
at any time upon this strange “God’s 
acre.” Though close upon the highway, 
it has never been inclosed by wall or rail­ 
ing, and not a trace of tree or shrub or 
growing thing is visible—nothing but an 
arid waste of sand and stones, like all the 
uncultivated land 
hereabouts, within 
which a blade of grass never grew, nor 
weed found root, only a few poisonous this­ 
tles and thorny cactus spires. 
Rambling about this desolate place— 
meanwhile keeping a sharp lookout for 
snakes and other dangerous reptiles—one 
marvels that the Mexicans, who are so full 
of sentiment and poetry in other respects, 
should so utterly neglect their dead. To 
be sure there is a newer and better ceme­ 
tery back among the hills; but this one is 
not of ancient date, and many of Guaymas’ 
present prosperous citizens have relations 
lying here. 
Making our way with difficulty through 
sand and loose stones, among thorny 
j bushes that scratched our hands and rent 
j our garments—as if they, more pitiful 
, than the living, were striving to protect 
! the degraded dead from the eyes of the 


j strangers—we saw many broken vaults, 
within which human bones and fragments 
of coffins were plainly visible. Some of 
the moldering caskets still showed wreaths 
of faded flowers on top, proving that the 
clay within, now forgotten and deserted, 
was blessed with human love and tender­ 
ness not so very long ago. The vaults 
were all built up of adobe, either square, 
like dry-goods boxes, or with rounded 
roofs, which gave them the look of Dutch 
bake-ovens. 
Many of the Filibusters (from various 
parts of the world, but mostly from Eng­ 
land and the United States), who from 
time to time have visited this region with 
murderous intent, and been 
PUNISHED WITH DEATH, 
As they deserved, are buried in this grue­ 
some place. Among them is that noted 
Frenchman, Count Rauset. His is a queer 
monument, near the middle of the yard, 
being merely a huge pile of rough stones, 
cemented together in the form of a blunt 
pyramid, or thgt of a rather fat and low 
Cleopatra’s needle. On one side of it is a 
carved bronze plate bearing his name and 
age and coat-of-arms, sent over by his 
brother, who was an Admiral in the 
French navy. 
I think it was in the year 1854, or there­ 
abouts, that Count Rauset was captured 
and shot by the citizens of Guarnías. 
Forty or more of bis men who fell in the 
last desperate encounter were buried in a 
deep trench, a little further down the 
beach; but a few years ago the bones were 
transferred to the smart new cemetery 
back of the arros. 
The full particulars of the Count’s ex­ 
ploits among the hitherto peaceful Sonor­ 
ans will not bear printing, and will proba­ 
bly never be known to the world; but 
many of them still furnish tales to be 
whispered around firesides, and bug-a-boos 
to frighten refractory children. 
One of 
them—his last exploit—will serve as a 
point to his previous career. On the 13th 
of July (in 1854, I believe), he gave a 
grand banquet in Guaymas, to which were 
bidden all the attractive young women of 
the vicinage. As he then occupied the 
city by force of arms, his invitation was 
equivalent to a command, and none dared 
to decline it. But it leaked out, through 
the premature disclosure of a drunken 
captain, that the wine had been heavily 
drugged, and that after the feast, the 
Count and his chosen officers intended to 
dishonor the ladies, one and all. 
W hile the fateful banquet was at its 
hight news came to him that the outraged 
citizens, whose wives, daughters, sisters 
and sweethearts were at his mercy, had 
arisen to arm s; but so sure was the gallant 
Count of ultimate success that at first he 
paid no attention to it, beyond issuing or­ 
ders to his soldiers to “ shoot down every 
d—d rebel.” Befóte nightfall, however, 
the Frenchman was a prisoner, whose life 
soon after paid the forfeit of his crimes. 
Nowadays, on the 13th of every July, a 
grand celebration is held in Guaymas, 
ended by a ball, commemorating the 
Frenchman’s downfall. History, so far as 
I can find, is not clear on the point of the 
Count’s original purpose in Sonora, beyond 
the fact that he was a “ Filibuster ” of the 
first water, who came ostensibly to colo­ 
nize the country, but intended ultimately 
to possess it. Some tell us that after the 
final bcttlc— which continued three days, 
and terminated in favor of the Mexicans 
solely through the desperate valor of the 
citizens of Guaymas in defense of the 
honor of their women—the Count and all 
his surviving followers were offered a 
small sum of money apiece and their lib­ 
erty, on condition that they would quietly 
leave the country, and bind themselves 
never to return. A few accepted the al­ 
ternative, but 
THEIR LEADER PREFERRED DEATH 
Rather than the ignominy of returning to 
France empty-handed after all his boast­ 
ing. Accordingly, early one morning, he 
was led up the side of one of these barren 
hills, and placed with his face toward the 
rising sun—and toward a squad of Mexi­ 
can soldiers, each with a shining musket 
barrel pointed to his heart. A flash—a 
brief cloud of smoke—a volley reverber- 
rated among the lonely arros, and another 
misguided soul bad gone to its account. 
Away beyond these hills, nine miles dis­ 
tant from the present city, lies the old 
Guaymas, or all that remains of it, with 
the ruin of its ancient mission church and 
school. About 400 families still reside 
there, in the midst of well-watered gar­ 
dens. One wonders why the new Guay­ 
mas should ever have been preferred by 
anybody as a place of abode, being so hot 
and barren. For many years the latter 
was merely a place of debarkation, and all 
the people made their homes beyond the 
hills. But finally “sweet water” was dis­ 
covered here, the wells were erected, and 
as business increased the town gradually 
came over and settled by the sea. There 
is now talk of bringing water from the 
old town by means of an aqueduct, ten 
miles long, in which laudable enterprise 
a Mr. Smith, of the I'nited States, is con­ 
cerned—doubtless a member of the numer­ 
ous family with whose cognomen we are 
all familiar. 
Not far front the picturesque wells of 
Guaymas we are shown the gap in the 
hills through which Maxmilian's army 
came at the time of the French inter­ 
vention in 1864, and their sit 1 sequent 
camping ground opposite the American 
fort. In the walls of many of the houses 
shells are still embedded, and other 
traces of those terrible days may still be 
seen.Late in February of the present year 
there was a considerable earthquake 
shock felt in Guavmas which cracked 
many walls, rattled the windows and 


doors, and thoroughly frightened the peo­ 
ple, but did no serious damage. 
It would 
not need a tremendous shock to entirely 
destroy the town and all the people in it, 
for the hills that almost crowd it into the 
ocean are covered with enormous rocks 
that look just ready to topple down upon 
the housetops at any moment, and if 
jarred from their base would undoubtedly 
crush to atoms everything beneath. 
The 
most interesting Guaymasian. 
especially to travelers, is Mr. Alexander 
W illard, a gentleman from the United 
States wno acts as Consul for England as 
well as for the land of his nativity. He 
has lived here so many years that he con­ 
siders himself almost “to the manor born,” 
his first annual teport having been issued 
for the year ending September, 1S64, less 
than two years after the downfall of the 
so-called empire of Mexico. He is a most 
agreeable person and a fine specimen of 
the typical Anglo-Saxon—tall, golden­ 
haired and long-bearded, well fitted by 
nature and education to adorn the most 
cultured society. 
Yet, strauge to say, 
though buried in this forlorn country more 
than twenty-one years, he is apparently 
happy and contented. Everybody speak’s 
of him as 
AN INDEFATIGABLE WORKER, 
Zealous of the interests of the Governments 
he represents, as well as the most genial of 
friends, whose hands and purse are ever 
ready to assist a countryman in need. The 
fact is—so they say—that he gives away 
every year in charity to unfortunate exiles 
from the United States, more than the 
amount of the meager salary allowed by 
Uncle Samuel to his best Consuls. 
The Consulate itself, decorated with the 
flags of both nations flying amicably to­ 
gether as if there was no fisheries dispute 
or any otiier, is worthy of more than pass­ 
ing mention. This bachelor home is a big 
one, cool as the climate will allow, with 
large, airy rooms and an inner court-yard. 
It is an old-time mansion of the Spanish 
school, purchased by Mr. W illard from 
the last representative of a proud Castil­ 
ian family. The apartments—all opening 
into the central court or pa/to—are floored 
with tile, brick and stoae, A broad hall­ 
way, paved with stone, opens between the 
streets and the patio, while the corridors 
extending around the latter are twentv- 
fiye feet wide, its roof being on a level 
with that of the main building, and im­ 
mense columns sustaining the arches along 
its outer line. 
In some of these arches 
heavy canvas screens are suspended on 
massive rollers, so arranged that they can 
be raised or lowered at will, like window- 
shades, according to the position of the 
sun, and when the heat is oppressive 
water is thrown on them, the evaporation 
from which cools the atmosphere wonder­ 
fully. 
As in most Mexican homes, this corridor 
is the most delightful part of the house, 
not even excepting the patio, with its 
growing plants, rustling palms and ba­ 
nana trees and murmuring fountain. 
Here the hammocks are swung and the 
family practically live; here, out of doors, 
they eat and sleep, especially during the 
heated season—from June to October, 
That is to say, most of the families in 
Guaymas do so. The handsome Consul 
has no family, and his courtyard is as bare 
of ornament as his life seems to be. His 
one servant, a little old man (Mexican), 
keeps everything spotlessly clean, and 
serves his master with the faithfulness of 
a dog, yet rules him vigorously withal, as 
a mother would her child. The affection 
between this master and man, and their 
dependence upon one another, is beautiful 
to behold. Years ago the stalwart Consul 
nursed the servant through an attack of 
yellow fever; and subsequently the servant 
performed the same office for him, so that 
each feels he owes his life to the other.

In d ia n a ’s H isto ric E lm . 
Corydon, Ind., boasts a historic elm tree 
under whose spreading branches tradition 
has it that a session of the Indiana Terri­ 
torial Legislature was held. 
It is known 
that an extre session of the Legislature 
was held at Corydon during a summer 
while Indiana was a Territory. 
It is also 
believed that the tree was then large 
enough to shelter such a body, and as it 
stood upon a cool, mossy bank near a 
spring, and only a short distance from the 
Capitol, it is quite probable that the mem­ 
bers of the Legislature would leave a 
warm, crowded room and repair to such a 
cool spot. A convention was held at Cory­ 
don in June, 1816, for the purpose of 
adopting a Constitution for the new State. 
It has been reported that the convention 
was held under the famous tree. 
It is a 
known fact that in a later day the Grand 
Jury for the Harrison Circuit Court held 
sessions under the tree. 
Many visitors on 
reaching this place ask to see the histor­ 
ical tree, and are referred to the spreading 
elm, whose body measures thirteen feet 
three inches in circumfrence, and between 
the tips of the limbs is a distance of one 
hundred and fifteen feet.

A curious light is thrown on the rural 
life of Bengal by the contents of a pa¡>er 
reprinted lately in the annual report of 
the Bombay Anthropological Society, says 
the Calcutta Times. From this paper we 
are told the following, among other things:

AND ABOUND NEW YOEK. 


Cost of a String of R unners—Good Divi 
«lends for the M em bers of 
Some Jockey Clubs. 


W hen that young giant of the West, El 
Kio Iiey, with the shoulder-blades of a 
three-vear-old and the stride of an easv 
conqueror, proclaimed himself invincible, 
he really christened the new track in New 
York. The Morris brothers have spent 
perliaps $500,000 on it. In some respects 
it is unique. Regal in its equipments, it 
opens its gates as readily for free admis­ 
sion to the field as for the opulent patron 
of the turf who pays handsomely foraseat 
in the grand stand. The significance of 
this novelty is understood only when it is 
remembered that, while some of the tracks 
in the vicinity of New York appeal more 
particularly to the wealthy, others seem to 
have been established exclusively for the 
pleasure and possible profit of those in 
more moderate circumstances. There are 
inveterate lovers of racing who would no 
more dream of visiting one of half a dozen 
courses that could be mentioned than they 
would of finding an evening’s entertain­ 
ment at a dime museum in preference to 
the Madison Square Theater. At the new 
track, to a degree visible nowhere else, ex­ 
tremes meet. The Morris brothers have 
made an innovation. Every feature of the 
new enterprise, from programmes which 
cost nothing to stakes fabulous in the 
aggregate, bears evidence of a lavish touch. 
Racing tracks are spriuging up like 
mushrooms in all directions. For a year 
it looked as though New Jersey would be­ 
come the paradise of the thoroughbred. 
The Legislature of the Empire State 
frowned upon pool-selling, and racing 
without pool-selling is as insipid as poker 
played for nothing. New Jersey felt the 
effect at once. Clifton, really a branch of 
the Brighton Beach track, sprang into ex­ 
istence, and Guttenburg came into being. 
Then the Legislature changed front and 
the thirty-dav law was passed. 
It allows 
thirty days’ racing on any one course and 
legalizes pool-selling for that period each 
year. The compromise is little more than 
a compromise in name. 
To have racing 
in any desirable locality all the season 
through, it is necessary only to have a 
sufficient number of tracks. There is no 
scarcity of them now. 
The capital they 
have swallowed is something prodigious. 
To the superficial observer it is represented 
by land and buildings, and, strictly speak­ 
ing, this may be the case ; but no estimate 
would go far enough which did not round 
out the subject by including horses and 
stables and the cost of maintaining them. 
A glance at the track proper, however, is 
first in order. 
Some wealthy Germans ¡aid out the 
half-mile track at Guttenburg. at a cost of 
perhaps $05,000. 
George Engeman owns the Clifton track 
and spent about $75,000 on it. 
W. II. Engeman built the Brighton 
Beach track. It is worth $150,000, though 
it cost nothing like that figure; the land 
having fallen into Mr. Eugeman’s hands at 
a time when the proverbial song was really 
its market value. 
The new Dwyer track at Elizabeth, New 
Jersey, on which horses’ hoofs will be 
planted for the first time this month, has 
cost not less than $250,000. It is practi­ 
cally owned by the Dwyer brothers, al­ 
though some of their friends have a little 
stock in it. 
The Linden Blooded Horse Association 
will open its new track, which is also at 
Elizabeth, New Jersey, some time this 
month. A son of Attorney-General Stock­ 
ton of that State is heavily interested in 
it, and a good many influential New Jer­ 
sey politicians will profit by its success. 
Not less than $150,000 will have been ex­ 
pended when the starter’s flag drops for the 
first time there. It looked as though there 
might he war to the knife between the 
Linden Association and the Dwyers, with 
the choice of racing days as a casus belli; 
but hostilities have been happily averted 
and no conflict of dates is impending. 
The Monmouth Park Association aban- 


(raffts are talked of, and when they ma­ 
terialize they are certain to be followed 
\ by talk of two or three more. None of 
! thru complain of poverty of attendance. 
RACING IN At m05t ot" them the bookmakers flourish, 
* 
and the betting reaches proportions which 
make observers wonder where the money 
comes from. The drift of overwhelming 
testimony is that sooner or later the man 
who bets will have nothing to bet with, 
but that doesn’t lessen the betting. The 
old Spanish proverb, “When the pitcher 
goes to the well, woe unto the pitcher; 
when the well goes to the pitcher, woe 
unto the pitcher; whatever befalls, woe 
unto the pitcher,” lias been modified so 
that it concludes, “whatever befalls, woe 
unto the better,” but he flourishes his 
money in the bookmaker’s face with more 
pertinacity than ever. 
On the other hand, it is to be said, how­ 
ever, that the bookmaker is far from hav­ 
ing everything his own way. He is fair 
game to fly at, and many a time his wings 
are clipped. The “good things” of the 
track do not all “come his way.” The 
men who have a “sure thing.” and who 
sometimes make it sure in a fashion not 
always above criticism, regard them as 
legitimate prey. Bookmakers as a rule 
know how to keep their own counsel, but 
I met a communicative member of the pro­ 
fession a few days ago and found him quite 
interesting. 
“I’ve taken in as much as $10,000 on a 
race,” lie said. “Oh, yes, you can tell just 
how you stand if you have rapid and ac­ 
curate arithmeticians behind you. They 
ought to be able to let you know where 
you are in a few seconds; but the trouble 
is that a book can’t always be made to suit 
the maker. The public will play some 
horses almost to the exclusion of others, 
and so he doesn’t get a chance to even his 
book up. 
The result is that he has to 
take risks, though not to the same extent 
as the man who picks out one horse as a 
winner. 
The principal trouble with most 
of the men in my business is that they are 
gamblers. 
There is little or no risk in 
bookmaking when it is conducted on 
sound principles and when the maker does 
not yield to the temptation to make big 
money hv risking big money; but few of 
us are proof agaiast it. The mau in my 
business who eliminates as far as pos­ 
sible the element of speculation must be 
content with smaller returns, but is sure 
of a fortune in the long run. 
A book 
maker can minimize his losses only by 
cutting down his possible winnings; but 
as he is human, like everybody else at a 
raec-track, he goes for a big stake, and 
frequently gets cleaned out. I’ve lost 
$3,000 or $4,000 at a dip, and many a 
day I’ve cleared more than that. I’ll 
tell you something that may surprise 
you, though 1 won’t mention any names. 
T re e is a bookmaker who is supposed to 
be coining money. 
I know just how he 
stands up to date. 
He is behind so far 
this season not less than $S0,000. 
Yes, 
he is a plunger, aud he’ll get it all back. 
I lent him $15,000 last week, and he can 
have $15,000 more. He'll get it all back, 
and more, too, as soon as he makes up his 
mind to go a little slow.” 
The gentleman who thus took me into 
his confidence added that on one race his 
I receipts were $3,700 aud his outlay exactly 
* $300. The latter sum was earned by a 
$10 bill placed on a horse against which 
he oflered thirty to one. 
He is a tall 
gentleman of dark complexion, with a Ra­ 
man nose, Episcopal side whiskers, cleri­ 
cal looking clothes and a pallid face. He 
has nerve enough to throw a fire-brandi in 
the face of Polyphemus, and honor enough 
to vindicate his word at the expense of 
every dollar that recognizes him as pro­ 
prietor. A stranger would as soon think 
of taking him for a gambler as he would of 
mistaking him for a Chinaman. 
I saw 
him walk into Spencer’s Club House, at 
Saratoga, and say : 
“I’ll go you a thousand on the red.” 
“All right,” said the bland gentleman 
addressed. 
The ball dropped into a black hole, and 
a thousand dollars dropped into Mr. 
Spencer’s {socket. 
One side of the picture not usually held 
up for public edification is that of the man 
who starts a stable without a bank account 
sufficiently large to face the music of dis­ 
aster. A case in point is a horseman with 
a string of promising animals and just 
enough money to lure him into the busi­ 
ness. One of the horses was shot after its 
first race. A muddy track and a broken 
shoulder tell the story of its fate. Another 
“went Lmo,” and never had a chance to 
respond to the persuasion of a pair of rac 
badly at 
starter took a pardonable delight in leav­ 
ing it there. As for the rest, four in num­ 
ber, they were beastly tractable and slow. 
One of them finished last in a race for 
horses that had never won a race, and 
none of the others would have finished 
first in the same event. How he has 
managed to drag through so far this sea­ 
son is as much a mystery to himself as 
anybody else. 
It bothers him to find 
enough to pay his entrance fees. W hen 
lie has run the gauntlet of every harrow­ 
ing experience that his exasperating situ­ 
ation can provoke he will take refuge 
under the auctioneer’s hammer, and ask 
fate to play for him on any string but a 
string of horses.

The Coney Island Jockey Club, with its 
ideal course and unsurpassed location, and 
backed by such men as William K. Van­ 
derbilt, John G. Hecksher and the Alex­ 
andre brothers, has $150,000 at stake close 
to the seashore. The club has declared 
colossal dividends, and is credited with 
having accumulated a reserve fund as large 
as its capital, so that if racing were de­ 
clared illegal to-morrow the stockholders 
would receive hack the amount invested, 
to say nothing of the dividends and the 
proceeds of the sale of the property. 
Perhaps the best investment is that 
made by the owners of the Brooklyn 
Jockey Club track. They include the 
Dwyer brothers and such powerful poli­ 
ticians as James Shevlin, Alderman Mc­ 
Carty and John Delmar, all of Brooklyn. 
They purchased the old Parkville trot­ 
ting course, and a comparatively nominal 
expenditure prepared it for present pur­ 
poses. it is worth not less than $150,000, 
and pays interest on an infinitely heavier 
figure. 
When Jerome Park is added to the list 
it becomes evident that not less than two 
millions of dollars are invested in race 
tracks within easy reachingdistance of the 
metropolis. No eflbrt has been made to 
be exact about the figures, the object be­ 
ing to get simply at a general idea of what 
it costs to furnish facilities for the display 
of speed.

THE DISCOMFORTS OF BOARDING AND 
LODGING-HOUSES. 


D ifficulties Encountered by Self-Support­ 
ing Single W om en in H ousekeep­ 
ing—A Clever M ethod. 


“I have done with boarding-houses for­ 
ever !” was the remark of a clever, self­ 
supporting woman the other day. And 
then she related her recent experiences. 
It was a history of small things, very 
small indeed, but of things that go far to­ 
ward making life endurable or otherwise. 
It was the story of hundreds of women 
similarly situated, alone in the world with 
work that must be done to give them 
bread ; with no home, with the desire for 
one, and yet with no alternative but a 
boarding-house. 
And what does such a woman get in a 
boarding-house? A hall bedroom, with 
the certainty of three meals a day if she 
can find it convenient to be at table at cer­ 
tain hours, a corner in a gloomy, dimly- 
lighted parlor in which to receive her 
friends, and an endless amount of gossip 
about her goings-out aud comings-in. 
A lodging-house, if she can get into one, 
for very few of them will receive women, is 
not much better; it is rather worse. She 
will find in the average lodging-house no 
parlor, and so will be obliged to receive 
her friends in her sleeping-room, rent an­ 
other room or resort to the modern luxury 
of a folding bed, which she will probably 
he obliged to buy with her own money. 
The room question settled, there is 
the question of meals to be decided. If 
the landlady is obliging she will permit 
the heating of water over an alcohol lamp, 
but there are ten chances to one that she 
is not, and so the pleasure of making one’s 
own coflee must be foregone. This upsets 
one’s plans completely, for although it 
may be an easy and a pleasant thing to go 
out to dinner, it is neither to go out (o 
breakfast. For those whose work takes 
them out early it is a necessity, but there 
frequently comes a holiday even to them, 
when a cosy breakfast at home would be a 
delight. 
Well, what is to be done? Go to house­ 
keeping? 
\YTomen living on small in­ 
comes cannot afford it, even when it is co­ 
operative. And, besides, they have not 
the time to give to it. And then there is 
the everlasting servant question. Women 
who are engaged in an occupation have not 
the time to teach ignorant people, and 
they have not sufficient money to pay for 
trained servants, and so we get back to the 
start ing point again. Boarding-houses and 
lodging-houses are ruled out of considera­ 
tion ; housekeeping in a whole house is 
not to be thought of on account of expense, 
and there remains only fiat life. But flat 
life has the same drawbacks as housekeep- 
ing—the high rent and the necessity of 
keeping a servant. Then, too, a single 
woman does not want so many rooms as even 
the smallest flat, arranged for housekeep­ 
ing, contains. The few apartment houses 
wherein room without kitchens may be 
had are not numerous in large cities, and 
the majority of them are very expensive, 
or are intended only for bachelors. 
And every year the large army of self­ 
supporting women increases, and ihe real 
estate agents say that they have a con­ 
tinual demand from women for studios; 
that is, a demand for apartments similar to 
those that are built for and rented to men 
—one room or two rooms and bath. The 
tenant wants to cook ornot to cook, as she is 
inclined, and there must be no boarding- 
school rules regarding the use of gas after 
a certain hour at night. 
There are a few such houses in any large 
city, and fortunate are the woman who are 
able to get into them. As women are 
gradually being recognized as intelligent 
and trustworthy human beings, it is reas­ 
onable to hope that in the near future their 
comfort will be taken into consideration 
as well as that of men, and that houses 
will be built for iheir accommodation. In 
the meantime, the majority of them strug­ 
gle wfth refractory landladies, and exist in 
uncomfortable rooms. But those few who 
succeed in obtaining rooms in a well- 
appointed apartment house, where rooms 
may be had at reasonable prices, where 
there is a janitor to call on when necessary, 
and where the care of their rooms is in­ 
eluded in the rent, have a comfortable 
time. They lead an independent life, and 
get far more comfort and pleasure than the 
dweller in a boarding-house. 
A dinner was given the other day by 
two young women who live in this way, 
aud a very enjoyable affair it was, albeit 
very simple. The party consisted of four, 
the hostess and two guests, and the dinner 
cost a very little more than a dollar. Of 
what did it consist? Of not manv things, 
but everything was the best of its kind. 
Having a limited supply of plates, and no 
arrangements for cooking, the dinner nec­ 
essarily consisted chiefly of cold dishes, 
and of those that necessitated but one 
change of table service. The small table 
was covered with a white cloth of the 
finest linen damask, and some of the silver 
dated back three or four generations. The 
china was also family china, and was of the 
finest French and Japanese, beautifully 
decorated. 
The table presented an at­ 
tractive and dainty appearance. 
The first course was boiied eggs ; odd, 
perhaps, to begin a dinner in this way, 
but they were 
deliciously fresh, and 
cooked to perfection. 
The next course 
was cold tongue, with lobster salad, both 
of which were bought cooked and pre­ 
pared for the table at a confectioner’s. 
After this were served ripe, red tomatoes, 
and with it all fresh bread and butter, and 
a delicious sherry wine. The price of the 
latter, of course, was not included in the 
cost of the dinner. For desert there were 
peaches, sliced and drowned in cream and 
sugar, and coflee that was like nectar. 
W hat more than this could one desire for 
a midsummer dinner? 
These two women share an apartment 
for the purpose of lessening expenses, and 
among their friends an invitation to take 
dinner or a morning cup of coflee with 
them is esteemed a privilege and a pleas­ 
ure. They invariably make their coffee 
for breakfast, eat a light luncheon of fruit, 
bread and butler, milk and eggs, and fre­ 
quently diue at home as described above, 
finding that in this way they can live on 
very little money. They are able to 
choose what they want for dinner and 
have it at the hour that suits them best, 
and they enjoy the privilege of using their 
own china and silver. It took them some 
time, three or four years, to find out this 
way of living, but they think that, for 
women who work and receive only moder­ 
ate incomes, it is the best and cheapest 
way. There are plenty of confectionaries, 
re>taurants and other respectable shops 
where meats, salads and pastry are sold, 
and these are the markets of refined work­ 
ing women. It is infinitely better than 
living at cheap restaurants where one doe3 
not know what one is eating, and it is 
really cheaper than the cheapest restau­ 
rant. And the privacy of one's own room, 
filled with pretty bric-a-brac, with the 
wearing of a dainty summer-house gown, 
are two delights that no restaurant can 
furnish. More than all, perhaps, is the 
consciousness that in living in this way 
one is keeping within one’s income, and so 
far within that one’s bank account reallv 
grows. 
* 
Doubtless there are many women who 
live in this way, hut perhaps there are 
many more who would be glad to econo­ 
mize even more than they do, if they onlv 
knew how. 
There is a wonderful cave near James 
P. Harrison’s marble mill on Long Swamp, 


in Pickens county, Ga. The base of the 
mountain is a solid block of marble, so far 
as is known, except the opening that con- 
stitntes the cave. At the entrance the 
passage is only large enough to admit a 
man in a stooping posture, but we are told 
that after a few yards have been traveled 
the roof becomes higher and one can walk 
with ease. There are several chambers in 
the cave, and nearly all of them have been 
explored, though one narrow passage has 
never been entered. A young son of Mr. 
Champion, who lives near the cave, told 
us that the cave djdn’t extend far under 
the mountain, “not over two or three 
hundred yards,”- which we thought a con­ 
siderable distance to go under a solid 
mountain of marble. 
NEW PUBLICATIONS. 
Charles L. Webster «£. Co, New York, 
have issued what is probably the most 
elaborate cook book that has" vet come 
from the press. It is enritled “The Table, 
How to Buy Food, How to Cook it, and 
How lo Serve It.” It is issued under the 
authorship of A!es<andro Filippini. It is 
indorsed by so high an authority as Charles 
C. Delmomco, who certifies that the author 
satisfactorily served the Deimonieo family 
as chief of tu sine for more than a quar­ 
ter of a century. We do not recdl that we 
have ever seen so complete a b )ok upen 
the subjects named, and it has been our 
fortune to examine some scores of the best. 
In any brief notice a comprehensive de­ 
scription of its character cannot be given. 
It may be said, however, that it is a large 
octavo of more than 430 pages, elegantly 
printed and arrange 1 after u unique order, 
and illustrated as the need is. It is appar­ 
ently exhaustive of the whole subject of the 
preparation of food in elegant style, as well 
as for the plainer order of tables. It con­ 
siders first, the American markets and the 
food of the seasons, especially game, fruits 
aud vegetables. Next the varieties of fish 
that are to be found in the several markels 
of the country for each month in the year 
ave described and their merits discussed. 
The vegetables are treated in the same way 
and lastly the melons. The art of setting 
a table is then considered, and following 
that chapter is oueon the serving of meals. 
The next division embraces menus for 
breakfast, luncheon and dinner for every 
day in the year, with explanatory notes. 
These are presented rather as suggestions, 
than with the expectation that they can al­ 
ways be carried out in detail. Against each 
number in each menu is a reference to a 
section of the book that contains instruc­ 
tions for the preparation of the disb. 
These receipts or directions number nearly 
1 100, and follow next in order. 
They are 
given in divisions, as preparation of soups, 
of sauces, of hors d’ceuvrc-s, of fish, and so 
to the end of an extended list, closing with 
desserts and ice3. 
Examination of these 
receipts discloses that there has been given 
great attention to detail, so that with 
ordinary intelligence any housewife or 
cook ought to be able to achieve good re­ 
sults. A supplement treats of carving, and 
an appendix presents celebrated menus, 
many of them prepared originally by the 
author of the work, and representing din­ 
ners and banqnels in America, England, 
France, Belgium, Portugal, Spain, Greece, 
Africa, China, Corea aud Hawaii. The 
merits of this work on the art of buying, 
cooking and serving food are so superior 
that we have felt warranted in giving it 
thu3 much of attention. It certainly rises 
superior iu very many respects to any book 
of the kind yet brought out. and since, as 
Saxe wittily said, a people may be known 
by their cooking, and as the art lies so near 
to health and civilization, the elaborate 
work of the famous cook, Filippini, may 
serve a high purpose. 
It has been com­ 
mitted, so far as Sacramento is concerned, 
to the exclusive agency of Miss Marion A.

“The Writer” for October (W. H. Hills, 
Boston) is a number of even more than 
usual interest to literary workers. This 
magazine is monthly commanding more 
and more of respect and consideration from 
writers, editors and others in similar walks 
of life.

In a sensible article on the frequency of 
accidental killing with guns and pistols in 
the hands of children or inexperienced 
adults, or in the excitement of “hurry,” 
and under the attacks of fear, the San 
Francisco Alta suggests that it will be wise 
for the people to disarm, to the extent at 
least of keeping fire-arms in the household 
under lock and key, controlled by the 
heads of the house. 
There can be no ques­ 
tion whatever that the recklessness with 
which we permit fire-arms to be used is 
not only disgraceful to our reputation as 
civilized and reasonably cautious people, 
but it is bringing reproach upon Ameri­ 
cans as a class. 
It suggests the thought 
that it may be necessary, to prevent the 
exposure of the lives and bodies of the 
people to the careless use of such arms, 
to set up barriers to the free sale of weap­ 
ons of that kind, and to make some more 
stringent law than that against carrying 
concealed weapons, and which, by the way, 
is defiantly disregarded hv the very class 
against whom it should be most rigidly 
enforced. 
W e concur in the remarks of 
our contemporary when it say:;: 
The carrying of weapons habitually on the 
person is despicable. Having them around the 
house is dangerous, and this cowardice and 
carelessness continually furnish reasons for a 
general disarming. The Rev. Mr. Pentecost re­ 
cently went to great extremes In tellingw hat he 
would do if be should find a burglar in bis 
house. But atter all, he was leading thought in 
a wiser direction thsn if he bad advised the use 
of weapons. Burglars enter a house sober and 
alert, and armed. They aie ready tor emergen­ 
cies. and resistance by weapons usually ends in 
harm to the resistant. As modern methods go, 
there is not otten such property stca able in a 
house as a man should risk his lite for. and 
keeping an arsenal on hand for robbers, simply 
prepares a means of accident or death to mem­ 
bers of the family. We by no means discour­ 
age knowledge of the use of firearms, but there 
is a proper and improper use. The need is for 
discouragemeut of the idea that they are to be 
kept and used ss a means of personal defense nr 
offense. 
If a boy have a taste for target shoot­ 
ing or for hunting, either with a rifle or shot­ 
gun, Its proper indulgence should not be denied 
to him when he reaches the age of judgment. 
The chase is manly and induces outdoor life, 
and the skilled eye ami steady nerve reqtiireo 
for excellence in target practice may be properly 
mude so desirable ss to serve as an inducement 
to abstinence irom vicious indulgence in harm ­ 
ful appetites which blear the vision and un­ 
steady the hand. But the huntsm an's rifle or 
fowling-piece and the target gun should never 
be kept in a house except under lock and key, 
controlled by the parents or the head of tlie 
house, and they should never come into it 
loaded, nor should they be inferior arms. The 
breech-loading guns can be made harmless by 
removing the shells, and they should always be 
handled as if the shells were not removed. 
Under these proper eoudition- can he furnished 
all the opportunities required to satisfy the de­ 
sire for burning powder and for training to the 
skilled use of firearms. It is better than pokirg 
billiard balls with a hickory stick, hut it should 
not be permitted to assume the form of using 
anas to defend or offend in personal encounters. 


our policy is not penny-wise and poun'j Southern politics. The outrages were the 


O ut of an annual appropriation of $54,­ 
000,000 for postal service, we expend 
$375,000 for carriage of the foreign mails. 
But nearly $228,000 of the sum, or seven- 
eighths, are paid to foreign steamship 
owners, and only about $47,000 to Amer­ 
ican carriers. 
Thus we pay to a German 
line $1 30 a mile for the service, and only 
ten cents to an American carrier of the 
mails to South America. 
W ith less mail 
service than the United States. England 
pays nearly $4,000,000 for carriage of her 
postal matter. 
Germany has just appro­ 
priated $1,100,000 to a German steamer 
line to carry the mails to Australia and 
Asia, but we haggle over the grant of less 
than half a hundred thousand dollars for 
the carriage of our foreign mail matter. 
5\ e allow but $11,000 for the carriage of 
our mails to Australia and Brazil, and 
$13,000 for mail transportation by Amer­ 
ican ships to Japan. 
We do not pay a 
cent for the transportation of our mails 
across the Atlantic in our own steamers, 
but we spend half a hundred thousand 
dollars for their carriage on small rivers of 
the West. 
The English believe that trade 
follows the flag, and hence they make no 
faces at the expenditure of some millions 
in subsidies for ocean mail carriage. 
It is 
not surprising, therefore, that our com­ 
merce with other nations is so meager on 
the routes where it should be gigantic. 
It 
is not surprising that our trade with South 
American States should be so limited, 
when it is known that in more than one 
case the American mails are carrier! to 
England and shipped thence to South 
American States contemporaneously with 
mail matter written or prepared a week or 
more later. 
W e pay to stages in one small 
State of the Union just twice what we pay 
to American ships for carrying our mails 
to foreign parts, and yet we puzzle over 
the question why we are commercially cut 
ofl from the very ports where our trade 
should be the largest, forgetting that the 
English Government makes her mail sub­ 
sidies the entering wedge for the opening 
up of trade with any foreign section. 
If 


foolish, then we are incapable of u n j« - 
standing the simplest economy in fciisisKBs. 


T h e fight between Julia O’Connor and 
Maggie Miller, in which the former was 
killed, serves to show how dangerously 
and firmly the craze for slogging matches 
lias taken hold upon the country. 
These 
girls, aged about 14, concluded to fight ac­ 
cording to the rules of the prize ring, to 
determine their respective merits as chiefs 
of the ward. 
Maggie, in testifying to the 
facts in her -own defense, said that some 
words had passed between the two as to 
the character of the ward in which the 
witness lived, and as t result a challenge 
passed, in a friendly wav, and they met to 
fight it out. 
“ Julia-squared ofl”’ said the 
witness, ‘and hit me, and then I sailed 
Into her and did her up; but I did not 
mean to kill her.” 
The incident is the 
legitimate outcome of the rough boxing 
mania of the day. 
It has seized upon the 
children and demoralized them, and has 
so fastened upon a class of men that all 
manner of disputes between them are now 
submitted to the arbitrament of the fist, 
li the communities of the country have 
not yet reached the conclusion that the 
time has arrived 'tfhen the law should in- 
.ervene to put an end to this brutalizing 
practice, it w ill not be long before that 
judgment will be reached. 
Only a few 
days ago we took occasion to observe one 
of these slogging matches that was ar­ 
ranged originally to test the boxing skill 
of the jwirties, and apparently was entered 
into in a purely ¡physical sense, with no 
sort of feeling between the men. 
But not 
five minutes elaifed until blood was up, 
and the affair degenerated into one of the 
most disgusting uid brutal of exhibitions 
of cruelty, unfaiitiess and animal passion 
possible to imagine, and the police were 
compelled to interfere to prevent serious 
results. 
The dispatches almost daily give 
us news of similar encounters. 
The fact 
is, that while 
ijnxing, that teaches one 
how to defend hi¿rself from blows and how 
to assault, if rjfeessary, to qirotect the 
person, is a physical art, and as practiced 
in well-ordered 1 gymnasiums is not only 
not objectionable but advisable, and really 
cultivates a skill that is a manly ac­ 
complishment, the arranged 
matches in 
which endurance and the breaking down 
and physical injury of one of the parties 
to the contest is insisted upon, are but ex­ 
hibitions of brute force, and are in no 
sense manly or skillful. 
A ll such should 
be prohibited, and those who indulge in 
them should be punished with severity. 


T h e dispatches announce the finding of 
the remains of Lord Howe, with the 
tombstone covering them, at some distance 
below the surface In the village of Ticon­ 
deroga. 
It is strange, indeed, that in a 
place of such rare historic interest, the 
burial place of so gallant a soldier should 
have been lost to memory, and that it 
should now be discovered by workmen en­ 
gaged in digging a sewer, proving that the 
burial site had been or was being built 
over. 
That the grave of so brave a sol­ 
dier as Ilowe should be forgotten is amaz­ 
ing. 
The dispatches say that the remains 
will probably be reinterred in the village 
cemetery at Ticonderoga. 
But this should 
not be ; they ought to repose beneath the 
monument to his memory in Westminster 
Abbey. George Augustus Howe, Viscount, 
was born in 1724. 
H is father was the 
second Viscount Ilowe of the Irish peer­ 
age. 
The son entered the English army 
at a very early age, and rapidly attained 
distinction as a soldier. 
In 1757 he was 
sent to America in command of the Six­ 
tieth Regiment. 
He was subsequently 
transferred to the command of the Fifty- 
fifth Infantry, and was soon made a Briga- 
adier General. 
In July, 1758, under Corn- 
mander-in-Chief Abercrombie, he landed 
at the outlet of Lake George. 
Two days 
after, coming suddenly upon the French at 
Fort Ticonderoga, he fell at the head of 
his corps in the battle that resulted. 
He 
was almost idolized by his men, with whom 
he shared all hardships, faring as they did. 
and abandoning all the luxurious habits 
in which he had been raised, he dressed 
and camped as did the common soldier, 
lie thus gained over the men a wonderful 
influence, and among his officers he was 
an example and an oracle. 
One of the 
historians of the time wrote: “With him 
the soul of the army seemed to expire.” 
The General Court of Massachusetts ap­ 
propriated two hundred and fifty pounds 
sterling for a monument to his memory, 
and it was erected in Westminster Abbey, 
where his bones should repose. 


T h e revelations In the Flack divorce 
case will go far toward popularizing the 
work of the Anti-Divorce League of Amer­ 
ica. 
It has in the leading ranks of its 
memliers some of the first jurists of New 
York, Illinois, Ohio and some other States, 
while lovers of fair play and believers in 
the necessity for throwing new guards 
about marriage are numbered by the hun­ 
dred upon the books of the Association. 
If that society will, however, discontinue 
the effort, that is condemned by some of 
its foremost members, to set up a national 
marriage and diyorce law, and confine its 
work iustead to reform within the States, 
as such, it will more sq>eedilv compass the 
end it seeks to attain—radical reform in 
the divorce laws and uniformity in the 
marriage laws. The present state of affairs 
is deplorable, since by reason 
diet of statutes and the rulings of Courts, 
it is possible for a married person to have 
two or three lawful mates ; or, to be prac­ 
tically a bigamist aud not be subject 
to punishment; or, to l>e held as married 
in one State and single in another; or, to 
be divorced from wife or husband without 
the other party to the suit having a c ­ 
knowledge of the proceeding whatever. 
The cruelty and wrong that result is in­ 
calculable. 
The case is by no means 
strange that has just developed in Penn­ 
sylvania, where a wife applied for letters 
of administration upon the estate of her 
deceased husband, and not until then, dis­ 
covered that she was not his lawful wife, 
he having many years before secretly pro­ 
cured a divorce from 1 er in a Nebraska 
countv.

It was these disgraces that led 
the Atlanta Constitution to sound the note 
of warning, and tell its people in so many 
words that “we shall not deserve the confi­ 
dence of the North if these outrages go on 
unrebuked and unpunished.”

Som e months ago a few public-spirited 
citizens procured national flags in suffici­ 
ent number and presented them to all the 
public schools in this city, with the pro­ 
vision that whenever the schools are in 
session these flags shall be floated over the 
school-houses. 
The idea was, that the 
Stars and Stripes should be ever present 
to the pup'ls in the schools, and that 
whatever there is of patriotic teaching 
in the presence of the flag shall operate 
uqxm the youth of the city. 
Since that 
time the city of Chicago has provided for 
every school-house cf that city a national 
flag, and it is displayed during all school 
sessions. 
The authorities proceeded upon 
the doctrine that it is pre-eminently the 
business of the common schools to incul­ 
cate the doctrines of Americanism, mean 
ing thereby love of country and respect 
for its laws, as typified by the symbol of 
nationality. 
Following the example of 
Chicago, Detroit has taken up the matter, 
and a motion is now pending before its 
Council to float the Stars and Stripes over 
the school-houses of the Straits City. The 
Herald, Utica, N. Y., commenting on these 
examples, says: 
The Board of Education of the city of New- 
burg has ordered that the Stars and Stripes be 
displayed from every one of the public school 
buildings in that eiry, every day in the year 
when the schools «re iu sesriou. The Board 
explains that it regards the inculcation of pat­ 
riotism one of the duties the present owes to 
the rising generaiion ; that love of the flag and 
devotion to what it symbolizes, form, with in 
telligeuce, the safeguard oi the nation. 
Thereupon a Minneapolis paper, copy­ 
ing the above, adds: 
Minneapolis is as patriotic as any spot in 
America, and it can afford to train the children 
up iu the same sentiment. Why would it not 
be au excellent plan for our sehool Board, also, 
to buy flags? Possibly the children themselves 
would like to contribute pennies and nickels 
to adorn their own 
sehool-houses iu this 
manner. It is highly worth while to add that a 
Minnesota township, the majority of whose 
Sehool Directors are Norwegians, has lately 
adopted this plan of flying the American colors 
over the school-houses. 
The spirit of the idea thus appears to 
be contagious, and the hope may well be 
entertained that it will continue to spread, 
until all American 
communities have 
adopted it. 
Whether the Sacramento ac­ 
tion was the first in this direction we are 
not informed, but that is of no conse­ 
quence ; the idea appears to be spreading 
that attachment to country and devotion 
to her institutions may be stimulated by 
the presence of the flag, which must sug­ 
gest to teachers more or less of patriotic 
thought to express to the youth, and in­ 
stead of cheapening the flag will command 
for it and all it represents greater respect 
and devotion. 


A n English writer in the Forum insists 
that the American people love notoriety to 
such an extent that no one dreams of ob­ 
jecting to being “ interviewed.” 
That 
w hile in England people are interested in 
persons mainly because of some great work 
or movement with which they are con­ 
nected, in America the people are inter­ 
ested in persons for the sake of the person 
—that is, we interest ourselves in move­ 
ments because of the people who lead 
them, rather than for the sake of the 
movements themselves. 
The writer was a 
superficial observer while in America, as­ 
suming that she visited the United States. 
Iler statements are erroneous, as all well- 
informed people know. 
As a matter of 
fact, the interview is avoided—though not 
always successfully—by all cultured Amer­ 
icans, and is submitted to only when their 
position is such that to refuse would create 
an antagonism they cannot afford to pro­ 
voke. 
Tliire are more instances—if there 
was only a record to demonstrate the fact 
—in which the Paul Prys of the press are 
snubbed and told to go about their busi­ 
ness, than there are of submission to their 
inquisitiveness. 
The fact is, also, that 
very few Englishmen visit America who 
do not yield to the interviewer. 
In short, 
the Englishman is the easier prey for the 
prying reporter, as ali practiced reporters 
well know.

DRAGER AND OLSENS CASES. 


G overn or W aterm an E x p re .scs H is V iew s

T he 
follow ing 
letter from G overnor 
W aterm an, dated at San Diego, gives his 
reasons 'o r not interfering to save the lives 
o fD rag er and 01 ,on, w ho have been con­ 
dem ned to death for the m urder of Jo h n 
L o w ell: 
San Diego, Cal.. Octobers, 1889. 
Hons. C. F. If win and G. J. Carptnhr. Placer- 
Vttle. El Dorado count!/, Col.—Gentlem en: 1 have 
received at the hands oí my P rivate Secietarv a 
num ber of papers andjdocum ents presented bv 
— yoursc ves relative to the case of Drager and 
Olsen, now under seuteuee ot death lor com ­ 
plicity in the m urder of Johu Lowell, in El 
Dorado county, on or about Slatch 24,188S, I 
have also received from Hon. Marcus P. Ben­ 
nett, who at the lim e of th eir tria.: was District 
A ttorney for El Dorado countv and prosecuted 
th eir cases, as well as th a t of Meyer, who was 
subsequently executed for participation in the 
same crim e, a letter setting forth facts w hich he 
deem s are essential in d s, osii g of the applica­ 
tion m ade iu beba 1 of the m en interested. At 
the outset it nmy be w ell for ine to state th a t on 
August 10, 1889, I telegraphed my P rivate Sec­ 
retary the. I would not interfere w iih th e exe­ 
cution of the sentence imposed upo* l racer and 
Ols- n. He was well aw are of this, but did not 
rem ind you of its existence in order th at he 
m ight secure you. in my behalf, th at inalien­ 
able right w hich is inher. nt to every citizen of 
th e country—the right of petition—and I lully 
-ndorsed his action. 
There was another and 
very strong point th a t induced him to give you 
every opportunity to be heard in th e premises, 
aud it was in the fact th a t neither of you ever 
received one fatthing for your services or your 
advocacy, but th a t al! you did in b ehalf ot the 
unfo rtu u at- m n enlisting such services ua= 
sim ply In the direct line of a taithful perform ­ 
ance of the duty assigned yon by the C’o u it, of 
w hich j ou were its ttustcd officer . 
1 never yet have approaelitd the final dispo­ 
sition of a case involving the life of a hum an 
being th at it lias not been w ith a feeling of 
dread, lest in the conflict between the tender 
sentim ent which hum anity im pels and an in ­ 
herent determ ination to m aintain th e law s that 
are m ade and provided for the governm ent of 
the people, some m istake m ight be m a d e -th e 
guilty perm itted to escape or the innocent 
doom ed to sutler. T he responsibility- is o f a 
character th at never can be understood or real­ 
ised save by the one called upon to hear its 
burden 
In ihe m inds of some it rnav he cast 
aside w ith the wave ol a baud, w ith others as 
th e tem peram ent at th e m om ent m ay move 
them . 
I have given the t a-e now before me the clos­ 
est aud most careful consideration: 1 adm it the 
great w eight w hich is at-ached to the nam es of 
those w ho have sigued the petitions requesting 
Executive clem ency, and have been greatly in­ 
terested in all th at has been so kindly aud im ­ 
partially presented to me for my guidance in 
reaching a conclusion; but in all th a t has been 
done and said I see no reason to change the 
vie tv: as expressed by m yself in my letter of 
Novem ber 2*, !>.SS, addressed to Mr. Bennett, *t 
th e tim e D istrict Attorney of El Dorado county. 
The m urder for w hich I tracer and Olsen are 
held am enable was an atrocious one iu eveiy 
particular, w itho,it a single tedeem itig feature 
—if there can he a redeem ing feature in such a 
deed of blood. I have never entertained but 
one belief i t r gard to th e m urder o f Dowell, 
and th at belief yvasand is founded ou the fact 
th a t it was the outcome of a conspiracy, cool, 
deliberate and naturally prem editated. 
A m urder uudersuch circum stances cannot be 
contem plated w ith patience, for its devious 
ways are too far-reaching to control or provide 
aga;ust 
A m urder com m itted on Use spur ot 
th e m om ent, induced by the heat of passion or 
in the dem and tor expiation for a wrong, fan­ 
cied or real, done to one’s sell or family, pre­ 
sents a phase of crim e entirely distinct from the 
other; and particularly w here aggrandizem ent 
did not im pel the t.low th at did the killing. 
In 
thia case th eir spoliation of th eir victim ’s prop­ 
erty w as the underlying cause of the m urder of 
Lowell, and to m y m iud there was nothing else 
in the world to induce it. As I have already 
w ritten, th e m urder of Lowell was brutal in 
every respeet, involving iu its commission, 
aside from avarice, those m ost s ;cred rights 
th a t arc expressed in the word hospitality. 
I 
firm ly believe the m urder wax prem editated and 
for gain and was one iu w hich all the parties 
im plicated participated as principals or acces­ 
sories before and a ter the laet. G ro u p g, f. r 
the purpose of illustration, th at Meyers, already- 
executed and the ch ief of the conspirators, in 
accordance w ith his afterthought affidavit, was 
the only one guilty, and th a t he him self did the 
actual deed of blood, I consider the two now 
presented for investigation to be guilty, in the 
fact th a t they knew of the act being com m itted, 
m ade no effort to prevent it, assisted to earrv the 
torn, bruised and blcediug body to its hastily 
im provised grave, w hich grave was dug anil 
prepared in the cellar of the house of the one 
to be buried there, and w hen his m angled re­ 
m ains were finally htdden from view, and as a 
last act in the tearful work, both Drager and 
Olsen assistc t to conceal the evidence w hich 
could iu auy way point to th e spot, underneath 
the surface o: which the proof of a ghastly hor­ 
ror was concealed. They also assisted in appro­ 
priating th e stock an d oth er property o f their 
victim , and divided the m oney realized from its 
sale. These m en, iu whose h.-ha.f m ercy is 
asked nt my hands, are, in my opinion, as 
bloody-handed as Meyers,and therefore 1 cannot, 
w ith any sense of riehi au.i jn-tice, grant it. 
li 
you w ill re collect. 1 have from the com m ence­ 
m ent of the eilbrts th at have been m ade in be­ 
h alf of Drager and Olsen refused to accept the 
affidavit of Meyers exculpating them a s being 
in the l:ght of new testim ony, hut being some­ 
w hat in th e nature of a tradition iu its excusing 
and self-accusing aspect and I am borne out in 
the correetiie.-s of my refusal to receive it as new 
testim ony in the fact th at Meyers, prior to his 
execution, recanted all he had said iu the affi­ 
dav it re'erred to. 
But w hether lie in ule it or 
recanted it docs not enter into m erits oi this case 
a t this time. 
In connection w ith this application for clem ­ 
ency at my hands, a singular reason has been 
advanced, am ong others, why these m en should 
be saved from th eir im pending fate. In this 
nineteenth century, in an era w hen we boast so 
w arm ly of r.ur itit higeuee and education, our 
know ledge of right and wrong, and of our 1 aru- 
iug aud sound discrim ination, I am asked to 
com m ute the sentence of Drager and Olsen, or 
pardon them outright because Meyers executed 
sucli a pow erful -‘w ill power” over them th at 
they could not avoid as-istiug in the m urder of 
Dowell. 
1 cannot adm it such a pica for a 
. 
m om ent. If I was so u tter y devoid of common 
sense as th at, 1 would bejuntilted fo rlu rth er 
service, at lea-t where the interests of the miblic 
are involved. 
My judgm ent is th at w hen men 
undergo a journey like th at in w hich Drager 
aud OLsen were interested, become actors iu a 
dram a in every scene of which they each and 
all of them play equally prom inent parts, aud 
When : onfronted w ith th e result of their work 
plead th at they were subject t > the dom inating 
w ill of another, it is lim e th e law should inter­ 
vene and by th eir execution prevent any one 
else from exercising further w ill power over 
t :em 
Society m ust be protected, aud there 
certainly w ould be no protection If m en were 
divested of all responsibility for crim e by the 
Elea ad r a need in behalf of Drager and Ulsen. 
I 
ardiy th in k it neeessary to give executive 
sanction to th at new grow th w hich bears the 
nam e of hypnotism : should th a t be done, it 
w ould be necessary to construct an asylum at 
San Q uentin for hypnotics as well as for the in ­ 
sane. 
In conclusion, I reiterate my belief th a t 
Drager an d Olsen w ere equally guilty w ith 
Myers, au d so believing I positively decline to 
lnleriere in th eir bebali. 
lxu the law take its 
course.

Judge B uckley asked h er if she bad in ­ 
tended to com m it suicide, and she replied 
th at she guessed th at was about it. 
She 
felt dow nhearted because c-verybodv. she 
thought, was trying to rob her of her 
m oney. 
She said th at R cks had given her 
a gold w atch th at evening, and she in ­ 
tended to keep it until he paid her $20 
w hich he owed her. 
A fter th e prosecution had rested Mr. 
H a rt m oved to discharge the defendant on 
th e ground th at from th e evidence in tro ­ 
duced there was not show n any attem pt to 
com m it robbery, n o r th a t the prosecuting 
w itness was forced to inhale chloroform . 
City A ttorney C hurch m ade n o opposi­ 
tion to the m otion, and Ju d g e Buckley, 
w ith a few rem arks, discharged th e de­ 
fendant. 
R icks th en arose and explained to the 
Court th at he did not m ake Mrs. Jensen a 
present of the w atch, but sim ply asked her 
to keep it for him . 
H e knew he was liable 
to get on a spree, and th e article m ight be 
th en stolen from him 
H e explained to 
th e Court th at Ihe w atch was n ot his, b ut 
the properly of a lady in San Francisco, 
and he had taken it for th e purpose of get­ 
ting it repaire i. 
Judge B uckley said he thought it was no 
m ore than right for the prosecuting w itness 
to give up the w atch. 
She had no rig h t to 
keep it even if the defendant owed h tr any­ 
thing, w hich he denied. 
T hus ended the case. 
Mrs. Jensen stated 
iu Court th at she was going back to Chi­ 
cago th is evening, and intended to m ake 
things lively for her enem ies back there.

quail-shooting can be had at alm ost an y 
point along the line of the Placerville R ail­ 
road beyond L atrobe. 
R esidents about 
Shingie Springs claim th at th e birds are 
m ore plentiful in th at vicinty th an else­ 
w here, w hile others say that betw een that 
place and Placerville th e shooting was 
never so good as it is th is season. 
A t D ugan’s Station, som e four m iles 
beyond Latrobe. there are any quantity of 
quails, and also about th e B ennett place, 
betw een there and Shingle Springs. 
T he 
co untry is q u ite brushy, it is true, all 
through the foothills, b u t there are open 
spots, covered w ith high grass or w ild oats, 
w hich afford pleasant shooting and fair 
opportunities for setters or pointers to do 
good work. 
W here the chaparral is denser 
an y dog that will go into th e thickets and 
drive th e birds from th eir hiding places 
w ill enable a good shot to bag m any birds 
in a day. 
A il along th e railroad betw een Latrobe 
anti Shingle Spri ngs deer are now m ore 
plentiful than they have been w ithin th e 
m em ory of th e oldest, in h ab itan t. 
Droves 
of from four to eight have frequently been 
seen this season w ithin a few yards of the 
railroad, and one g entlem an—a railroad 
section m an —claim s to have seen th irty 
w ithin th e last three weeks w hiie going 
back and forth over bis section. 
T nere are 
many’ little vineyards ab au t th at locality, 
and th e deer come to them every night to 
eat the grapes, of w hich they are very fond. 
T he farm ers about there tarely take the 
tim e to h u n t (hem , hence they have been 
allow ed to increase. 
G entlem en shooters, w ho know how to 
appreciate genuine hospitalily, are allow ed 
to shoot over these rancher, and can find 
good accom m odations a t convenient places 
to the best quail and deer grounds. 
E xperienced sportsm en are aw are that 
quail-shooting involves constant w alking 
an d hard w ork tinder th e m ost favorable 
circum stances. 
H ence no person need go, 
ever, w here th e birds are plentiful, expect­ 
ing to bag several dczeu a day w hile sit­ 
tin g on a log or a m oss-covered rock. 
T here is no m ore cu n n in g bird th an th e 
quail, an d it takes a quick shot, a good 
traveler, and the assistance o f a good dcg 
to get a “ m ess” of the birds. 
> Shingle Springs has good hotels, and 
there is also one at Latrobe, w here visiting 
sportsm en can be accom m odated. 
T h at at 
th e latter place is ju st now undergoing re­ 
pairs, bu t w ill soon be ready for guests.

th is m orning about som e­

cow th a t’ll give a good pail o’ m ilk and 
th en kick it over. 
I t m akes m e feel bad 
w hen 1 see how she m ust have worked be­ 
fore we was m arried. 
I never saw a house

T U e Czar A rrived at B e rlin Y esterd ay—A 
G rand B ecep tio n . 
B e r l i n , October lllb .—The Czar arriv ed 
at Berlin this morning, accompanied by 
Em peror W illiam. 
They were received 
b y th e Emperor, and embraced repeatedly. 
Afterward the Czir turned to Bismarck 


and shook bands with him . H e also held 
a brief conversation wiih the Chancellor, 
and subsequently entering a carriage drove 
to the Uussian Embassy at a fast trot the 
entire distance. 
Salutes were tired and the streets were 
beautifully decorated 
w i'h 
flags 
and 
bunting, but the crowds did not cheer as 
the Czar passed a lo D g . 
Em peror W illiam took his departure 
from the Russian Embassy after rem aining 
there a few m inutes. 
Bismarck remain, d 
and had a conversation w ith the Czar, 
lasting tw entv m inutes longer. 
Em peror W illiam remained at the R us­ 
sian Embassy to attend the dejeuner given 
by the Russian Embassador. 
Count Schouvalofl welcomed the Czar 
and c died for three cheers for his Majesty. 
There was a hearty response. 
The Czar, 
speaking 
in 
French, 
toasted Em peror 
W illiam. The two Emperors conversed 
anim atedly duriDg the repast. 
In the afternoon the Czar drove out in 
an open carriage surrounded by cavalry. 
H e visited Empress A ugustaand Frederick. 
On returning to the Embassy the Czar re­ 
tired for a short tim e for rest and qniet. 
At 2:30 Prince Bismarck arrived and re­ 
m ained in conference with the Czar until 
6 o’clock. The Chancellor upon leaving 
was escorted to his carriage bv Count 
Schott valnft', the Russian E m basad >r. 
A dinner in honor of the Cztr was given 
this evening in W hite H all of Schloss. 
The Czar sat between the Em peror and 
Empress, facing Prince Bismarck. 
The Emperor, in toasting the Czar, said : 
“ I drink to the w e l f a r e o f mv honored 
friend and guest, the Em peror of Russia, 
and to the continuance o f the friendship 
which has subsisted between our houses 
for over one hundred years, and which I 
am resolvpd to cherish as a legacy from m y 
ancestors.'’ 
The Czar, replying in French, thanked 
th e Emperor for his friendlv sentiments, 
and drank to his welfare, tu rn in g then 
to Prince Bismarck, the Czar raised his 
glass and drank to the Chancellor, who 
stood up, emptied his glass and bowed 
deeply. There was a sim ilar exchange of 
courtesies between Emperor W illiam and 
th e Russian 
Embassador.

Frederick will give a dinner in honor of 
the Czar to morrow.

The report of Secretary G. G. Tyrrell, of 
the State Board ot H ealth, for the m onth 
of 
September, is full 
of interest. 
It 
states that reports received from 106 local­ 
ities throughout the State, with au esti­ 
mated population of 799,500, give the num ­ 
ber of deaths at 876, which is a percentage 
of 1 9 per thousand in the m onth, or an 
annual m ortality of 13 08, which, while a 
very low percentage, is m uch higher than 
that recorded in August. 
Reports received 
from 
128 
localities 
throughout the State continue to indicate 
an exceptionally favorable condition of the 
public health, m any correspondents report­ 
ing no sickness whatever in their localities. 
Dr. H. L. Nichols, the efficient H ealth Of­ 
ficer of Sacramento, rem arks "that thedeath 
rate for September in Sacramento was 
lower than for many years, and if we ex­ 
clude the accidental and violent deaths, is 
wonderfully low. 
T heie were but two 
deaths from zymotic causes, as against nine 
in Stptem ber, 1888." 
Am ong the reports 
of H ealth Officers in other parts of the 
State are m any expressing surprise at the 
im m unity from sickness, which, as a rule, 
is generally prevalent at this season of the 
year. A great deal may be ascribed to their 
diligence in having their towns made clean 
and no breeding places for disease allowed 
to exist w ithout abatement. 
A lthough the tem perature during Sep­ 
tember was high, it was not accompanied 
by any m arked increase of intestinal disor­ 
ders. 
Typhoid fever is noticed with increasing 
frequency in the reports, as might be ex­ 
pected from the extrem e lowness of the 
water in the 
watercourses. 
This in­ 
creasing prevalenceof typhoid fever should 
put us upon our guatd relative to the water 
we drink, and especially to the sources 
from which it is derived, as it is acknow l­ 
edged by all those physicians who have 
carefully investigated the sources from 
which the disease is communicated that in 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred the 
chief distributor of the infection is water. 
It can, however, be communicated by air, 
the clo th in * of the sick, and by the hands 
of the attendants, if precautions are not 
taken to observe the utmost cleanliness 
The possibility of infection by drinking 
water should render it t! e ;are of a pater­ 
nal government to supply the people with 
a pure water free from pollution of any 
kind. At present an attem pt is being made 
to turn the sewage of some large towns into 
one of the chief rivers of the State. 
If this 
is permitted, the result cannot be otherwise 
than an increase of sickness wherever this 
river water is n*ed for domestic purposes. 
The excreta of one typhoid fever patient 
poisoned the whole water supply of a 
town in Pennsylvania, caused the sickness 
of over 1 100 persons, and the death of 414 
If the diffusion of the excreta of one per­ 
son carried into river water used for domes­ 
tic consumption was followed by such dire 
consequences and fatal resul s, what may 
we expect when the sewage of many towns 
is convey-d into our rivers to pollute their 
waters and poison the consumers. That 
the purity of drinking water has a marked 
influence in lessening the prevalence of 
typhoid fever may be instanced by the City 
of Vienna. 
In 1854 to 1874 that citv was 
supplied by well water, and water pumped 
from the river Danube. 
The deaths an­ 
nually from typhoid fever in these years 
averaged 340 in each 100,000 people". 
In 
1874 a supply of water was introduced, and 
the deaths fell to 50 in 100,000. As the 
well and river water 
continued to be 
abandoned and the supply of water en­ 
tirely obtained from the springs, the deaths 
from typhoid fever have fallen to 11 in 
each 100,000. 
Can we ask anything more 
convincing than these statistics to impress 
us with the necessity that exists of preserv­ 
ing the purity of our water supplies, and 
keeping them free from sewage contam ina­ 
tion ? 
The question of how we are to dis­ 
pose of our sewage is one that m ust engage 
the attention of our legislators before very- 
long. Self-preservation will compel atten­ 
tion to it, as daily our soil is becoming 
more and more saturated with excremental 
matters, and it is only a question of a very 
short tim e when the ground air will be 
charged with virulent poisons, and the 
ground water surcharged with living mes 
sengers of death, so that we will be forced 
into the preservation of our water supplies 
from contam ination if we desire to pre­ 
serve our health and our lives. 
We have noticed with some apprehension 
the frequency with which consumption is 
mentioned in our reports, which might 
convey an erroneous impression that the 
disease was increasing in the State among 
the rising generation. That this, in a lim ­ 
ited sense, is true, cannot be denied, but is 
cipable of satisfactory explanation when 
we take into consideration the fact that for 
some tim e past California has been ex­ 
tensively advertised in the Northern and 
Eastern States as the sanitarium of the 
world ; its luscious fruits and semi-tropical 
verdue have been exhibited, and its "glori­ 
ous clim ate" so dilated upon, that a perfect 
exodus of diseased hum anity has been pre­ 
cipitated upon us. Thus we find sufferers 
from tuberculosis in ail its stages lounging 
in our hotel corridors, crowding our health 
resorts, filling our churches aud assemblies, 
and scattering the seeds of death with 
every m outhful of saliva they expectorate 
so promiscuously whenever they are gath­ 
ered together. 
To this influx of im m i­ 
grants with diseased lungs may we attribute 
the apparent increase of consumption in 
this State. 
The expositions upon our 
"glorious clim ate" throughout the East 
has sent 
us 
an 
undesirable 
element 
in 
the 
population 
of 
any country’. 
There is no longer any doubt of the con­ 
tagiousness of consum ption, or of the fallacy 
that cure resides in climate. 
The climate 
of m any parts of California will no doubt 
prolong the life of many consumptives, 
and, perhaps, arrest the disease in a few. 
but until we can afford to build sanitarium s 
for the isolation of this class of patients, or 
erect hotels and devise pleasure resorts for 
their exclusive use, our State is better off 
w ithout these im migrants. 
They dissemi­ 
nate a disease which practically m ight be 
unknown under proper sanitary laws, in ­ 
crease our m ortality returns and lessen 
that high standard of health to which the 
State is capable of attaining, from its un­ 
surpassed climate, its geological formation, 
and its possibilities of presenting a tem per­ 
ature suitable to the climatic wants of any 
cinstitution which the system may demand 
for the better preservation of its perfect 
health.

TO USE THEM 


W h ere T h ey W ilt I)o th e M ost G ood — 


T h e 
M ovem en t to A id S ou th ­ 


ern 
C olored 
M en. 


A meeting of colored citizens was held at 
the A. M. E. Church last night, to take 
some action regarding the several proposed 
movements in the Eastern States for the 
betterm ent of the condition of the colored 
people of the South. There were a num ­ 
ber of ladies present, as well as voters. The 
meeting was calied to order by Rev. O. 
Summers, and George Booth was chosen 
Chairm an, and E. H . Johnson Secretary. 
Rev. Mr. Sum m ers addressed the meet­ 
ing, explaining its purpose, and giving his 
views as to w hat the colored voters of the 
country should do to protect their own in­ 
terests. 
He said he bore o d his back the 
m arks of sixteen lashes that he had re­ 
ceived because he had dared to believe that 
he should be a freeman. 
H e did not be­ 
lieve that party or politics should be al­ 
lowed to stand in the way of the colored 
citizen in the struggle to achieve his rights 
under the law. 
A t th e close o f h is ad d te ss a co m m ittee, 
co n sistin g o f E rn e s t S m all, R ev. O. S u m - 
m e is, F ra n k J . B a tie r, A lb ert G ru b b s a n d 
Ja m e s W a sh in g to n , w as a p p o in te d to d ra ft 
a u d p re se n t to th e m eetin g a set o f re so lu ­ 
tio n s e m b o d y in g th e view s o f th e colored 
v oters o f S acram en to . 
The comm ittee retired, and during their 
absence rem arks were made by several per­ 
sons, including Miss Amy Merrill and Mis. 
Holland. The ladies appealed to their col­ 
ored friends to come forward at this criti­ 
cal period and support their people in the 
East in their struggle to m aintain their 
rights. 
The comm ittee returned the following 
resolutions ; 


W h e r e a s , The negro in the South is being 
subjected to inhum an outrages and indignities, 
thereby euuaugtring life and propertv, and 
preventing the free exercise of th eir rights aud 
privileges: and, w hereas, m ovem ents 
have 
been inaugurated am ong the colored people of 
the United States to aid iu bringing about a re­ 
form ation w hereby these oppressions m ay be 
rem oved: therefore, be it 
Resolved, T hat we, citizens of Sacram ento, 
believing the tim e has come w hen some action 
m ust be tsken, stand ready to extend a helping 
hand to any effort to bring about the desired re 
form, aud pledge ourselves to render all aid aud 
assistance, tending tow ards the consum m ation 
of any plans which will give to the Southern 
negro th at absolute freedom and protection 
guaranteed by the Constitutiou and laws. 
Resolved, T hat we regard the schem e of set­ 
ting apart a piortion of territory for the occu­ 
pancy of the colored people as undesirable, im ­ 
practicable and vain. 
Before a vole was taken on their adop­ 
tion rem arks were made by Messrs. Small 
and Fletcher favoring the sentim ents ex­ 
pressed. Mr. Small said he was opposed 
to the scheme for setting apart a territory 
for the exclusive use of the colored people. 
The latter are citizers, and the Govern­ 
m ent should see that they are protected at 
the South as well ts at the North. 
Mr. Fletcher said he wa3 now a Republi­ 
can, and cannot vote the Democratic ticket. 
H e was not as yet in favor of perfecting a 
Stale organization, which m ight pledge 
voters one way or another. It m ight force 
him to vote the Democratic ticket, and he 
had not come down to that yet. Their 
people 
in 
the 
South 
were 
being 
subjected 
to 
indignities and 
treated 
like cattle. 
W hen they are denied their 
lawful rights the colored people here and 
elsewhere felt it as keenly as they do. He 
was opposed to setting apart any portion of 
the country in which to colonize" the colored 
people. 
In this country the whites and 
blacks are m utually dependent on one an­ 
other, and outside the Souih they get along 
very well. The enemies of the negro in 
the South are not of the better classes of 
citizens, but they are feared by the politi­ 
cians, who want office and are given theiz 
own way. The colored people of all the 
United States m ust demand that the Fed­ 
eral Government extend those in the South 
full protection. 
Jam es W ashington also spoke. 
H e had 
come here not long since from Austin, 
Texas, where he was driven out by the 
negro-hateis. 
His home had three times 
been burned down, and finally a committee 
called at his door one night and told him 
he mnst leave there, and he did, and some­ 
body got his land. 
H e brought certificates 
from the Judge, Sheriff and Clerk o f his 
couDty, attesting the fact that he was a 
good, honest and industrious citizen, but 
he dared to vote according to his convic­ 
tions. 
H e gave a lo D g account of the 
troubles of his race down there, and said 
that N orthern people who came there 
finally joined with the natives in keeping 
down the blacks. 
Pressley D unlap said he couldn’t under­ 
stand how one w hite man could intim idate 
and keep down five colored men. 
W hat 
was to hinder the latter from protecting 
themselves and killing their oppressors? ’ 
Mr. W ashington gave some good Texan 
reasons therefor, which did not seem to 
satisfy Mr. D unlap’s thirst for inform a­ 
tion. 
Mr. W ashington said they had called 
on the Governor for protection, but he 
would not respond. 
"Then why don’t they kill the Gov­ 
ernor?” inquired Mr. Dunlap, his spirit 
rising with every breath. 
The Chairm an saw blood in the speak­ 
er's eye and adjourned the meeting to the 
call of the Chair.
